The extent of the Yellow River floods, 


which are

river is called—may be gauged from statistics issued by 
the Yellow River Conservancy Board. The total flow of 
water past Chengchow, junction of the Lunghai and 
Peiping-Hankow railways, is at present: 8,240; 000,000 


gallons. an hour.’

000,000 gallons !s flowing to the sea 
in the Gulf of ChihlJ, along the 
existing river bed.

just to save one Lonely Chinese Life. 
What is one life compared to millions 
that we have In Hongkong? Yet,

The Italians are indignant at 
the suggestion that Loyalist 
planes may take reprisals for the 
bombing of open towns in Spain 
by attacking Italian cities and 
vessels, It is a little confusing 
to pgople not conversant with 
the situation in Spain to hear 
that threat, because, of course, 
it is a well-known fact that Italy 
has not made any declaration of 
war against the hard-pressed 
Spanish Government. True, 
Rome has no. hesitation in 
admitting that Italfan troops 
and guns and planes have been 
sent into Spain. But then so 
have Russian and French troops 
and guns and planes gone to the 
Spanish ‘war. It must be that 
the Loyalists have a particular 
bone to pick with the Italians. 
They probably suspect that the 
assistance their enemies are 
obtaining from Italy is rather 
more “offcial” than has been 
revealed; and that the Italian 
“volunteers” are in reality regu- 
lar Italian soldiers. From that 
assumption it is only a step to 
the conclusion that the Insur- 
gent aircraft, which have been 
showering Barcclona, Alicante, 
Valencia’ and Madrid .with high 
explosives are regular Italian air 
force formations. The sus- 
picion might almost be said. 
to be supported by admitted 
facts, for it will be recall- 
ed thnt at onetime one 
of the sons of Mussolini was a 


.combat pilot in Spain and that 


he was—and. possibly still is— 
an officer in the regular air 
force which’ has done. such 
effective work in subduing those 
who have dared to stand against 
the ambitious march of the 
Legions in Ethiopia. The posi- 
tion becomes still more confused 
by tho answer of Italians to the 
alleged Loyalist threats. No 
denial of Italian participation in 
the raids on Loyalist cities is 
That may have been an 
oversight; but it has an un- 
fortunate effect. It would 
almost seem that Italians were 
saying: “It is one thing for 
Italian volunteers to bomb 
Spanish cities; it is. quite a 
different thing for Spanish 


volunteers to raid Italian towns.

Oxonlans, 

NuMela College, even tn its 
Present modified form, has been 
meoting with pretty sullen oppo- 
sition from the average Oxford 
don. 

None of them says he doesn’t like 
It openly. Naturally not. A unt- 
versity which is alwnys appealing 
for moncy cannot turn down hand- 
some gifts of this kind and expect 
to get away with it, 

But in thelr hearts the Oxford 
dona have three big objections, 


IRST of oll, they think 

that the way to get re- 

scarch done is not to 
found o scparate college. Thoy 
think the moncy should be spent 
in providing more dons at the 
other colleges—so that present 
hard-worked dons can have time 
for research as well as for teach- 
Ing. 

Secondly, they don't like the way 
in which NufMcld College ts golng . 
to be run by the University, . 

Other colleges are independent 
of the University authorities, So

this looks ike the thin end of tho 
wedge of more University control. 
Thirdly—and this runs pretty 
deop—they fight shy of Nuffield 
because they do not really like very 
much the Idea of linking Oxford up 
with industry and the practical - 
world. They think {¢ commercial, 
philistine, rather sordid. : 
But all these ebfections they 
keep very dark and discuss thom © 
only in the privacy of thelr Cum- 
mon Rooms. So the truth about 
them fs strictly between ourselves 
and must not be. repeated to any- 
one, + 
But in any case, such objections. - 
do not count for very much. If 
Oxford Is going to come closer’ to 
Mfe and employ some of her Mneat 
brains in solving the grent social 
problems of the day, that is some- 
thing very worth while indeed, 


Behind the Diplomatic Veil 


OMEBODY once sald that it was 

necessary to study geography on 
big mops. This applies cven more 
forcibly to diplomacy. Which is 
perhaps one reason why the spokes- 
men of sansculotte democracy 50 
often go hopelessly astray, and spen 
their time and energy hunting down 
parochial mares’ nests, The new 
Anglo-Italian Poct is o case very 
much in point. 

In concluding this quite straight- 
forward agreement with Italy we 
were far more concerned with the 
Far East thon with the Mcditer- 
rancan, Our vital desire, apart from 
the pueriie futility of continuing a 
uscless policy of mutual thumb-bit- 
ing with Mussolini, was to make sure 
that no menace nearer home im- 
paired our firm action much farther 
afleld. The danger spot just now, in 
the view of well-posted British dip- 
is decidedly “somewhere 
East of Suez." 

A situation is envisaged in which 
the Jopancse milltarists may find 
themselves with a much bigger and 
tougher morsel to chew in China 
than ever they bargained for. Things 
are already'not golng any too well 
with the Japanese Army's Chinese 
campaign. In the event of some 
serlougs set-back on land, it {s quite 
feasible that the Japanese Navy;

Viruses Seen In 
Living Cells 


QSLENTISLS of the Royal Society 
stared at a chicken'’s egg on a 
table at Burlligton House, London. 
A quarter of the ege was shaved 
oway, A tiny glass window /ilied 
the gap. On it was trained n new 
type of microscope. 

Those who looked through the 
window with their eyes saw only u 
thin membrane with dark specks on 
it. Those who usdd the microscope 
saw, magnified, a living cell, in which 
rapidly, ¢rowing viruses agitated, 

The window. in the egg is the in- 
vention of Dr. F. Himmelweit, as- 
sistant in the Inoculation Depart- 
ment of St, Mary's Hospital, Pad- 
a specialist in diseases 
caused by bacteria and viruses, 


ELUSIVE VIRUSES 


Dr. Himmelweit, .who left Berlin 
flve years ago, explained his appara- 
tus to Royal Socicty members, then 
told a Dally Express reporter: — 

“It has always been possible to 
see bacterin under the microscope. 
They are large organisms compared 
with viruses. Viruses ure extremely 
clusive, difficult to deal with, This 
apparatus lets you see them moving 
about in the living cell.

Legislation 
In Hungary 


New Decree To 
Operate At Once 


Budapest, June 

A decree, ultimately Ilmiting the 
number of Jews in the medical, en- 
gincering and law professions to 20 
of every {00 persons engaged in cach 
hag been enacted in Hungary. 

The decree hos been oMicially de- 
signated “the Law for Securing the 
Balance {in Economic and Social Life.” 

It will become operative im- 
medintely, 

Alt firms and private enterprises 
engaged in the ‘three professions arc 
required to file statistics of all per- 
sonnel by July 31. 

The statistics required by 
Government must indicate the 
ethnological background of cach 
person employed in the profcsslons. 
From this information the competent 
Ministry will decide which persons 
shalt be classificd as Jews. 

If the number of Jews In cither of 
the three professions exceeds 20 per 
cent. of the total, the Government 
will not. allow new Jewlsh applicants 
for membership to exceed five per 
cent. of the total applications, This 
-scale will be maintained until the 
desired ratlo of 80 to 20 Aryans to 
Jews has been obtained, 

As.defined in the decree, Jews in- 
clude persons*who abandoned — the 
Isroclite faith after July 31, 1929. 
Persons born after July 1, 1010 will 
be considered as Jews if their parents 
were confessionnl Jews at that time. 

War invalids, war veterans and war 
widows are exempt from the pro- 
visions of the decree.

Tommies To The Rescue 


To tho Editor, 
Hongkong Telegraph. 


Sir,—Yesterday at Laichikok Beach 
there were several hundreds of 
People including some Europeans 
and about a dozen British. Tommies. 
A Portuguese Ind stumbled on a 
sunken body, investigated and raised 
an alarm. Within a few minutes the 
body was taken ashore and first-aid 
applied. It is so strange to. notice 
that amongst the many hundreds that 
formed n ring around the body, those 
half'a dozen who took turns in 
applying frst-nid were all British 
Soldiers. 1 asked one of thei "Say, 
Tommy, what arc his chances?” And 
his reply was: "Dead os a door- 
nail” “Then what's all that massag- 
ing for?” And here was the 
Tommy's reply: “See if he has a 
second life; it's worth trying any- 
way,” and they all took turns and 
kept on indefatigably for much over 
an hour. 


The incident gave me cause to 
reflect upon the following. That 
with hundreds of people, Chinese 
predominating, the six good Samart- 
tans were British Tommies, although 
others were symputhetic but had 
more rellanee on the Tommies’ cap- 
abilities. Thnt In contrast to China 
just some miles off where Chinese 
are being mercilessly slaughtered, 
massnered by the thousands relent- 
lessly, here in Hongkong, British 
Tommics have not only vouched to 
face enemy bullets for defence of 
Hongkong People but for the defence 
of its property as well, and even in 
thelr Ielsure hours they forefcit It 
just to save one Lonely Chinese Life, 
What Js one fife compared to milllons 
that we have in Hongkong? Yet, 
the traditional spirit of the British 
people {5 to help a fellow when he 
Je under, Many Chinese people who 
witnessed the tragle occurrence of 
yesterday remarked that although the 
British character appenrs snobbish 
and at times contemptible, one 
Beautiful Tradition of the race Is 
that they have a soft spot Inside a 
hard bark. Some sort of Chinese 
Socicty in Hongkong should write to 
the | Military Authorities, thanking 
those soldicrs, and If the Police 
Department have vacancies the C. 
O. P, perhaps might consider favour- 
ably the prospect of having such 
men accept positions with our Police 
Force, as these men are surely held 
in high esteem by the Chinese 
People,

IN SPAIN 


The [talians are indignant at 
the suggestion that Loyalist 
planes may take reprisals for the 
bombing of open towns in Spain 
by attacking Italian cities and 
vessels. [1 is a little confusing 
to people not conversant with 
the situation in Spain to hear 
that threat, because, of course, 
it is a well-Icnown fact that Italy 
has not made any declaration of 
war against the hard-pressed 
Spanish Government. True, 
Rome has no hesitation in 
admitting that Italian troops 
and guns and planes have been 
sent into Spain. But then so 
have Russian and French troops 
and guns and planes gone to the 
Spanish war. It must be that 
the Loyalists have a particular 
bone to pick with the Italians. 
They probably suspect that the 
assistance their cnemies are 
obtaining from Italy is rather 
more “official”? than has been 
revealed; and that the Italian 
“volunteers” are in reality regu. 
lar Italian soldiers. From that 
assumption it is only a step to 
the conclusion that the Insur- 
gent aircraft, which have been 
showering Barcelona, Alicahte, 
Valencia and Madrid with high 
explosives are regular Italian air 
force formations. The  sus- 
picion might almost be said 
to be supported by admitted 
facts, for it will be reeall- 
ed that at one time one 
of the sons of Mussolini was a 


.combat pilot in Spain and that 


he was—and possibly still is— 
an officer in the regular air 
force which has done such 
effective work in subduing those 
who have dared to stand againat 
the ambitious march of the 
Legions in Ethiopia.

In_ the event of some 
serlous set-back: on Iand, it Is quite 
feasible that the Japanese Navy, 
whose chiefs are notoriously irked by 
jJenlous rivalry of the Army heads, 
might suddenly decide on some tour 
de force off their own bat. If this 
was tried in Southern Chinese waters, 
and involved Hongkong, the denoue- 
ment would be extremely serious 
from our point of view. :

‘DISCOVERY 
IN 
EGYPT 


2,400 B.C. SHRINE IS 
RESTORED 


A remarkable discovery, making 
possible the reconstruction of 4 
unique building of Ancient Egypt's 


Xilth Dynasty, 2,400 B.C., has been , 


made by the Egyptian Department 
of Antiquities, 

At Karnak, near Luxor, infiltrna- 
tion by the waters of the Nile 
necessitated repulrs to the founda- 
tions of the Third Pylon. 

The foundations are mainly com- 
posed of 1,000 blocks belonging to 11 
unelent buildings. It has been pos- 
sible so far to reconstruct one of 
these buildings, a delightful shrine 
quite without anything comparable 
in Egyptian architecture of the time. 

It {a made of white limestone in 
the form of n kiosk, nppronched from 
opposite sides by two stalrways 
flanked by very low bulustrades: with 
rounded tops. 

In the middle of cach stairway ts 
a slope on which the sled carrying 
the tent and the statue of Amon 
could slide up and down, On the 
buse stand 16 columns in groups of 
four, supperling lintels and a Mat 
roof, 


MOST ANCIENT LIST 


On the basis is o table of numbers, 
the meaning of which is uncertain, 
Outside the base of the pillars and 
on the outer and inner sides of the 
balustrades ts o lst of every Nome, 
or district, in Egypt, with the names 
of the capitals and their respective 
gods. This 1s the most ancient st 
of Its kind in existence. 

The front and back of the face 
bear Myures of Nile gods bringing 
offerings. 

On oll the piilars above the surface 
ovcupled by the Nome Ist are two 
linea of horizontal Inscriptions re- 
cording that this shrine was erected 
on the occasion of the frst jubilee 
of Senusrat 1, the first King of the 
XUth Dynasty. Above are scenes of 
Senuarat mating offerings to Amon 
Ra, who is often represented under 
{he form of the God Min, 

The name of the shrine Agures on 
a monument found in the same 
foundations dating: from the reign of 
Hatshepsut, the fiunous queen of the 
XVIIMh, Dynasty, Is one of the 
shrincs then ino vogue. This shows 
that It was In use for more than 500 
years, 

This reconstructlon, which brings 
most valuable new data regarding the 
rellgion, geography and customs of 
this prod of Anclent Egyptian his- 
tory, is a tribute to the observation, 
perseverance and sitll of the Depart- 
ment of Antiquities,
